IN A 4,000 WORD STATEMENT PRESIDENT NIXON DECLARED HE HAD 
NO INTENTION OF RESIGNING FROM THE PRESIDENCY, SAYING: 

" I WILL NOT ABANDON MY RESPONSIBILITIES. I WILL CONTIUNUE 
TO DO THE JOB I WAS ELECTED TO DO". THE PRESIDENT REITERATED

SCANDAL". SAME PAGE INCLUDES STATEMENT BY STATE DEPARTMENT 
ACKNOWLEDGING THAT THREE OF ITS OFFICERS WERE GIVEN LIE 
DETECTOR TESTS BY C. I. A. IN 1971 TO CURB NEWS LEAKS, 

THAT THESE OFFICERS WERE CLEARED AND WERE STILL WORKING 
FOR THE DEPARTMENT.
